HISTORY  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 


HE  State  University  was  founded  by  the  Legislature  in 
1855,  on  grants  of  land  made  by  the  General  Govern, 
.p.  yinent  at  different  times,  from  180G  to  1827,  for  establishing

“A  Seminary  of  Learning. 

4 The  Institution  was  opened  for  the  reception  of  cadets 
on  the  2d  of  January.  1860,  under  the  superintendence  of  Colonel 
W.  T.  Sherman  (now  General-in-Chief  United  States  Army),  and 
continued  in  successful  operation  till  June  30.  1861,  when  its  ex- 
ercises were  suspended,  on  account  of  the  war,  till  April  1st,  1862. 
It  was  then  re-opened  under  the  Acting  Superintendence  of  Colonel 
Wm.  E.  M.  Linfield,  who  was  succeeded  in  office,  April  1st,  1863, 
by  Professor  Wm.  A.  Seay.  On  the  23d  day  of  that  month  it  was 
suddenly  closed  by  the  invasion  of  the  Bed  Liver  Talley  by  the 
Federal  army  under  Major  General  Banks. 

The  losses  sustained  by  the  Institution  during  the  war  were 
very  heavy.  Nothing  was  left  of  the  prosperous  Seminary  of 
1861  but  the  bare  walls , with  very  little  means  of  repairing  and 
refitting. 

Such  were  its  prospects  when  it  announced  to  the  people  of  the 
State  that  it  would  resume  its  exercises  on  the  2d  day  of  October, 
1865.  The  engagement  was  fulfilled.  In  a few  months  the  Legis- 
lature came  liberally  to  its  relief,  and  success  marked  its  progress 
until  October  15th,  1869,  when  its  magnificent  building  was  laid 
in  ashes. 

On  1st  November  following,  its  exercises  wei’e  resumed  in  the 
Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  at  Baton  Bouge,  where  the  Insti- 
tuiou  is  still  temporarily  located.  Notwithstanding  all  its  difficul- 


ties, it  has  been  remarkably  prosperous  at  Baton  Bouge.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  of  its  continued  success,  for  the  people  of  Jjouisi- 
ana  are  determined  that  their  State  University  shall  be  the  great 
School  of  the  Southwest.

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GENERAL  OUTLINE 


OF  THE 


LOCATION. 

Until  the  rebuilding  of  the  College  Edifice  (destroyed  by  tire), 
near  Alexandria,  on  15th  October,  1869,  the  Institution  is  tempo- 
rarily located  at  Baton  Rouge.  The  buildings  are  very  large  and 
commodious,  affording  ample  room  for  a large  number  of  Cadets  ; 
and  the  city  of  Baton  Rouge,  so  remarkably  quiet  and  orderly, 
with  its  intelligent  and  refined  citizens,  and  many  churches,  throws 
the  best  of  religious,  moral  and  social  influences  around  the  Cadet. 

SESSION. 

The  Session  is  of  nine  months’  duration,  beginning  the  first  Mon- 
day in  October  and  ending  the  last  Wednesday  in  June. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  Course  of  Study  embraces  a Preparatory  and  an  Academic 
Department,  a Special  School  of  Civil  Engineering  and  a Commercial 
School.  The  Preparatory  Department  is  designed  to  be  temporary. 
It  will  be  dispensed  with  as  soon  as  the  public  and  private  schools 
throughout  the  State  are  sufficiently  organized  to  become  constant 
feeders  to  the  University. 

The  Academic  Department  comprises  a Literary.  Scientific  and, 
Optional  Course.  In  the  Literary  Course  the  Ancient  Languages 
and  Literature  are  thoroughly  taught ; in  the  Scientific  Course  the 
Greek  language  is  omitted,  and  in  its  stead  are  taught  the  German 
language,  Mechanics  and  Practical  Engineering ; and  in  the  Optional 
Course  the  English,  branches  and  auy  other  two  subjects  of  study 
may  be  pursued. 


Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  University  has  both  the  dose,  fixed 
college  curriculum,  as  at  Yale  College,  and  the  free,  elective  University 
I system  of  instruction,  like  the  University  of  Virginia.  It  is  be- 
lieved to  be  best  for  the  young  student,  of  little  preparation,  to 
pursue  the  close  system  for  the  first  two  years;  after  which  time 
it  may  be  more  useful,  as  well  as  more  congenial  to  bis  taste,  to 
pursue  such  studies  as  lie  may  select. 

It  is  the  object  of  the  School  of  Civil  Engineering  to  make  ac- 
complished theoretical  and  practical  engineers , and  of  the  Commercial 
School  to  give  a good  preliminary  preparation  for  the  practical  busi- 
ness of  life.  Bat  more  is  accomplished.  The  length  of  time  devoted 
to  those  Schools  admits  of  an  arrangement  of  studies,  by  which  the 
Cadet  can  at  the  same  time  improve  his  general  education. 

While  the  study  of  the  Ancient  Classics  is  highly  appreciated  as 
a means  of  giving  strength  and  tone  to  the  mind,  and  much  more 
than  ordinary  attention  is  given  to  the  English  and  French  Lan- 
guages, the  Mathematics  and  Physical  Sciences  are  acknowledged 
to  be  of  paramount  practical  importance,  and  every  facility  is  given 
the  Cadet  for  acquiring  an  accurate  knowledge  of  those  branches. 
Louisiana,  now,  more  than  ever  before,  stands  in  need  of  physical 
science.  Her  alluvial  lands  could  not  be  richer,  and  her  barren 
pine  hills  arc  full  of  minerals.  She  needs  the  Engineer  and  the 
Miner,  the  skilled  Mechanic  and  the  scientific  Planter  to  develop 
her  resources  and  make  her  wealthy  and  powerful. 

If  desired,  instruction  will  also  be  given  in  the  Anglo-Saxon, 
Italian,  Spanish,  Hebrew  and  Sanskrit  languages,  Constitutional 
and  International  Law,  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Entomology  and 
Conchology. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

D.  F.  Boyd,  Professor.  T.  E.  Grimes,  Assistant  Professor. 

In  the  Preparatory  Department  Arithmetic  is  carefully  reviewed, 
Algebra  completed  through  Equations  of  Second  Degree,  and  an 
effort  made  to  finish  Plane  Geometry  and  Plane  Trigonometry. 

The  Text-Books  used  in  Arithmetic  and  Algebra  (Robinson's 
series)  abound  in  well  selected  examples;  and  the  Cadet’s  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles  of  Geometry  and  Trigonometry  (Davies’  Le- 
gendre), is  frequently  tested  by  original  questions. 

In  the  Academic  Department — Freshman  Class — Algebra,  Geome- 
try and  Trigonometry  are  very  carefully  finished,  particular  atten- 
tion being  paid  to  Radical  Quantities  and  Radical  Equations,  the 
Binomial  Theorem  and  its  applications,  Expansion  of  Irreducible 
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Fractions  into  series,  Logarithms  and  their  practical  use,  the 
Theory  of  Equations,  Solid  and  Spherical  Geometry,  Analytical 
Plane  Trigonometry  and  Spherical  Trigonometry.  Analytical 
Geometry  is  also  completed  in  the  Freshman  Year.  The  Text- 
Books  (Howison's  of  Bay's  series)  is  a very  full  and  exhaustive 
treatise,  and  the  whole  subject  of  Analytical  Geometry,  Theoreti- 
cal and  Practical,  of  two  and  three  dimensions,  is  taught  with  much 
care.  Besides  the  many  applications  of  principles  given  in  the 
text,  other  tests  are  often  made  of  the  Cadet’s  knowledge  of  the 
subject. 

In  the  Sophomore  Class  is  studied  the  Differential  and  Integral 
Calculus,  and  the  Calculus  of  Variations  (Courtenay's).  Special  at- 
tention is  given  to  the  practical  applications  of  the  Calculus,  such 
as  the  subjects  of  Maxima  and  Minima,  Radius  of  Curvature, 
Tracing  of  Curves,  etc.,  of  the  Differential  Calculus,  and  to  the 
Rectification  and  Quadrature  of  Curves,  the  Quadrature  of  Curved 
Surfaces  and  the  Cubature  of  Volumes,  etc.,  of  the  Integral  Cal- 
culus. 

Mixed  or  Applied  Mathematics  are  taught  in  the  Department  of 
Natural  Philosophy  and  Astronomy. 

Throughout  the  entire  course  of  Mathematics  there  are  five  re- 
citations a week,  and  the  sections  of  a class  are  small,  so  that  every 
Cadet  may  recite  daily.  While  the  Text-Books  are  mainly  relied 
on  as  the  means  of  instruction,  lectures  are  also  frequently  given. 

This  Department  is  well  supplied  with  Models  in  plaster  and 
wood  (by  Engel),  illustrating  the  Conic  Sections,  and  with  Charts 
and  Diagrams  of  Geometry,  Trigonometry  and  Calculus. 

There  is  also  a fine  set  of  Books  of  Reference  of  several  hundred 
volumes,  embracing  the  best  English,  French  and  German  writers 
on  Mathematics,  and  the  Cambridge  and  Dublin  Mathematical 
Journal. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Edward  Cunningham,  Jr..  Professor. 

Junior  Class  Studies — General  Physics  and  Mechanics. 

The  course  in  General  Physics  embraces  the  General  Properties 
of  Matter,  Solids,  Liquids  and  Gases.  Cohesion.  Repulsion,  Osmose, 
Capillarity.  Theory  of  Undulations.  Heat — Nature  of  Heat,  Mea- 
sure of  Temperature,  Changes  in  the  State  of  Bodies  by  Heat,  Con- 
duction, Radiation,  Convection,  Action  of  Bodies  upon  Heat,  Spe- 


eific  Heat,  Liquefaction  and  Solidification,  Tension  of  Vapors, 
Spheroidal  State  of  Liquids,  Steam  and  Air  Engines,  Ventilation, 
Dynamical  Theory  of  Heat. 

Electricity — Magnetism,  Terrestrial  Magnetism,  Magnetic  Ob- 
servations, Statical  Electricity,  Electrometers,  Condensers. 

Dynamical  Electricity — Batteries,  the  Electric  Light,  Induction 
Coils,  Electro-Magnetism,  Electro-Dynamics,  Diamagnetism,  Tele- 
graph, Magneto  Electricity. 

The  Course  of  Mechanics  embraces:  The  Principles  of  Motion 
and  Force,  Inertia,  Momentum,  Motion,  Uniform  and  Varied,  Ab- 
solute and  Relative,  Composition  and  Resolution  of  Forces,  Con- 
strained Motion  ; Centre  of  Gravity,  Laws  of  Falling  Bodies ; 
Measures  of  Intensity  of  Gravity,  Mass  and  Weight,  Pendulum, 
Motion  of  Projectiles  ; Virtual  Arelocities,  Impact,  Lever,  Balances, 
Wheel  and  Axle,  Inclined  Plane,  Wedge,  Screw  ; Impediments  to 
Motion;  Elasticity,  Tension,  Torsion  of  Solids,  Strength  of  Mate- 
rials. Hydrodynamics — Transmission  of  Pressure  and  Equilibrium 
of  Liquids,  Buoyancy,  Specific  Gravity,  Motion  of  Liquids,  Water 
Wheels.  Pneumatics — The  Atmosphere,  Buoyancy,  Barometers, 
Balloons,  Anemometers,  Water  and  Air  Pumps,  Windmills. 

Text-Books,  Silliman’s  Physics,  Parkinson’s  Mechanics. 

Lectures  by  Professor. 

Senior  Class  Studies — Acoustics,  Optics  and  Astronomy. 

The  course  of  Acoustics  embraces:  Nature  of  Sound,  Exponen- 
tial Curve  of  Boseovich,  Waves  in  General,  Velocity,  Pitch  and 
Intensity  of  Sound,  Molecular  Displacement,  Interference,  Rein- 
forcement, Reflexion,  Refraction  and  Inflexion  of  Sound  ; Musical 
Sounds,  The  Siren,  Monochord,  Vibrations  of  Columns  of  Air, 
Vibrations  of  Elastic  Bars,  Plates.  Cords,  Communication  of  Vibra- 
tions, Physical  Theory  of  Music,  The  Ear,  Sound  Signals. 

The  Course  of  Optics  embraces  : Wave  Motion,  Rectilineal  Pro- 
pagation of  Light,  Reflexion,  Refraction,  Index  of  Refraction,  De- 
viation at  Plane  and  Curved  Surfaces,  Spherical  Aberration,  Opti- 
cal Images,  The  Eye,  Microscopes  and  Telescopes,  Camera,  Magic 
Lantern,  Calcium  Light,  Solar  Microscope,  Chromatics,  Colors  by 
Interference,  Fringes  of  Shadows  and  Apertures,  Colors  of  Plates, 
Color  by  Unequal  Refrangibility,  Chromatic  Aberration,  Rainbow, 
Polarization,  Spectrum  Analysis. 

Tbe  course  of  Astronomy  embraces  : The  Earth  its  Figure, 
Dimensions  and  Density,  Astronomical  Instruments,  Refraction, 
The  Earth’s  Motions,  Equation  of  Time,  The  Calendar.  Parallax, 
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Precession,  Nutation,  Aberration  ; Central  Forces,  Kepler’s  Laws, 
Eclipses,  Finding  Longitude  and  Latitude ; Tides,  The  Planetary 
System,  Planets’  Elements,  Comets,  The  Fixed  Stars,  Star  Clus- 
ters and  Nebulse. 

Text-Books — Bartlett’s  Optics  and  Acoustics  and  Loomis’  Trea- 
tise on  Astronomy. 

This  department  has  a good  apparatus,  and  many  excellent 
books  of  reference. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ENGINEERING. 

Samuel  II.  Lockett,  Professor.

The  J unior  Class  complete  Roscoe’s  Elementary  Chemistry  with- 
in the  year.  The  lectures  are  made  to  follow  and  illustrate  the 
Text-Book  closely,  and  are  combined  with  Recitation.  The  Cadets 
are  called  upon  to  perform  for  themselves  the  more  simple  experi- 
ments, and  so  much  of  qualitative  analysis  is  interwoven  with  the 
course,  that  the  detection  of  substances  in  solution  is  made  a 
regular  part  of  the  final  examination. 

The  Laboratory  contains  two  good  spectroscopes,  which  are  used 
by  the  class  under  proper  supervision. 
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The  apparatus  for  Organic-  Analysis  is  unusually  good,  while 
the  introduction  of  the  latest  style  of  gas  burners  and  furnaces, 
and  of  Bunsen’s  filtering  apparatus,  has  enabled  us  to  do  much 
more  than  the  small  dimensions  of  the  Laboratory  would  lead  one 
to  suppose  possible. 

These  dimensions,  however,  are  to  be  increased  before  the  opening 
of  the  next  term,  and  the  department  will  then  fill  three  times  its 
present  space.  A working  Laboratory  will  be  fitted  up  where  the 
Chemistry  Class  will  practice  daily,  greatly  extending  their  ana- 
lytical acquirements.  The  Sheffield  Scientific  School  has  been 
taken  for  a model,  and  it  is  intended  that  our  facilities  shall  soon 
erpial  those  offered  by  that  renowned  institution. 

The  Senior  Class  commences  the  year  with  -Mineralogy,  using 
Dana’s  Manual  as  a Text-Book.  The  examination  of  minerals  is 
made  the  basis  of  practical  instruction  in  Blow-pipe  and  Quantitative 
Analysis.  Large  cabinets  and  numerous  duplicates  are  at  the 
service  of  the  students. 

Geology  follows  after  the  completion  of  Mineralogy,  Dana’s  text- 
book being  used.  The  Geological  Cabinets  are  large,  and  continu- 
ally increasing,  the  collections  of  the  State  Survey  being  applied 
to  the  use  of  the  class,  and  the  duplicates  exchanged  with  the 
surveys  of  other  States.  Models  of  stratifac-tion,  geological  maps 
of  all  portions  of  the  world  yet  studied,  and  diagrams  of  the  most 
important  sections,  are  freely  used  in  imparting  the  principles  of 
this  comprehensive  science.  The  Library  contains  all  the  most 
valuable  reports  of  Surveys  that  have  been  made  in  this  country. 
The  interest  aroused  by  the  connection  of  the  University  with  an 
actual  survey,  causes  Geology  to  be  more  eagerly  studied  than  any 
other  subject  in  this  department. 

The  books  of  reference  at  the  disposal  of  the  students  are 
numerous  and  well  chosen.  In  Chemistry,  Miller’s  excellent  work, 
Fresenius’  Qualitative  and  Quantitative  Analysis,  Hoad's  Analysis, 
Sutton’s  Volumetric  Analysis,  Huggins  and  Chellan  on  the 
Spectroscope,  are  among  the  most  useful.  In  Mineralogy,  Dana’s 
Larger  Manual,  Dufrenoy’s  Treatise,  and  others  supply  the  gaps  in 
the  text  book.  In  Geology,  the  works  of  Lyell,  De  la  Boc-he, 
Murchison,  Buckland,  Hugh  Miller,  etc.,  etc.,  furnish  all  the  illus- 
tration of  the  present  state  of  the  science  that  can  be  desired. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MODERN  LANGUAGES. 

A.  Featherman,  Professor.  Jean  L.  Deslattes,  Ass’t  Professor. 

The  Languages  taught  in  this  Department  are  French  and 
German. 

The  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes  of  the  Scientific  School 
pursue  their  French  studies  during  the  first  two  years;  and  the 
Junior  and  Senior  classes  of  the  Literary  school  during  the  last 
two  years  of  the  course. 

All  the  classes  study  the  rules  of  Grammar  and  Syntax,  and  the 
French  and  English  exercises  of  Pujol’s  French  Course,  and  after 
having  acquired  proficiency  in  reading  the  select  pieces  of  litera- 
ture which  form  a part  of  the  text-book,  the  Sophomore  Class  reads 
Telemaque,  and  the  Senior  Class  Corinne  and  Racine.  The  last 
class  is  daily  exercised  in  writing  French  by  translating  on  the 
black-board  original  English  sentences  into  French,  which,  if  in- 
correctly rendered,  are  immediately  corrected  by  the  professor. 
The  subjects  are  entirely  original. 

There  is  only  one  German  class  which  uses  Otto’s  Grammar  and 
Woodbury’s  Reader  as  text-books.  This  class  is  daily  exercised  in 
translating  English  sentences  into  German. 

Books  of  Reference  used  : Rhetorique  par  Declerc,  Grammiare 
Francaise  par  Chapsal,  Spiers  and  Surrennes’  French  and  English 
Dictionary,  Adler’s  German  Dictionary. 

The  Institution  has  an  extensive  collection  of  the  best  French 
Classics,  and  also  many  German  works  for  study  and  general 
reading 

DEPARTMENT  OF  BOTANY. 

A.  Featherman,  Professor. 

The  Study  of  Botany  is  pursued  by  the  Senior  Class  only.  In- 
struction in  this  branch  of  Natural  History  is  imparted  by  original 
lectures  twice  a week.  The  course  embraces  Morphology,  Struct- 
ural Botany  and  Physiological  Botany.  Several  lectures  are  de- 
livered on  Classification  and  Systematic  Botany.  The  lectures  are 
accompanied  by  illustrations,  by  presenting  to  the  class  living 
specimens,  or  if  such  cannot  be  had,  by  selecting  herbarium  speci- 
mens. The  nature  of  minute  structure  and  organism  of  plants  is 
brought  home  to  the  class  by  means  of  the  microscope. 

The  class  is  furnished  with  Gray’s  Lessons  and  Manual  of 
Botany,  and  is  required  to  answer  such  questions  having  reference 
to  the  subject  treated  of  in  the  previous  lecture,  as  the  professor 
may  see  fit  to  propound  to  them. 
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The  student  of  Botany  has  an  opportunity  of  making  himself 
familiar  with  nearly  every  specimen  of  Louisiana  plants  by  the 
study  of  Herbarium  plants,  of  which  the  University  has  a full 
collection,  classified  and  scientifically  arranged. 

Books  of  Reference : Chapman’s  Southern  Flora,  Browne’s 
Trees  of  America,  Bryologia  Europsea,  Pritchard’s  Infusoria.  The 
Library  on  Natural  History,  including  Botany,  is  extensive  and 
valuable.  Botany  will,  hereafter,  be  embraced  in  the  Department 
of  Natural  History,  in  charge  of  Professor  Pendleton  King. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  GREEK. 

C.  N.  Hutson,  Acting  Professor. 

The  subjects  taught  in  this  school  are  Greek  Language  and  Greek 
Literature.  They  are  obligatory  on  all  regular  students  in  the 
Literary  Course.  The  method  of  instruction  comprises  frequent 
written  and  oral  exercises,  besides  the  regular  course  of  recitations 
and  examinations. 

The  books  read,  wholly  or  in  part,  are  Xenophon’s  Anabasis  and 
Cyropsedia,  Homer’s  Iliad,  Demosthenes’  Orations,  Thucydides’ 
History,  Plato’s  Apology  and  Crito,  and  the  plays  of  Sophocles, 
Euripides,  and  Aristophanes. 

Text-Books:  McClintock’s  and  Crook’s,  and  Kuhner’s  Grammars, 
Kendrick’s  Greek  Ollendorff,  Arnold’s  Greek  Prose  Composition, 
Groves’  Greek  and  English  Dictionary,  Liddell  and  Scott’s  Greek 
Lexicon,  Browne’s  Greek  Classical  Literature,  Anthon’s  Anabasis, 
Felton’s  Homer,  Felton’s  Aristophanes,  etc. 

The  department  is  supplied  with  handsome  engravings  and 
Chromo-lithographs  and  wall-maps,  and  with  the  following  works 
of  reference : Teubner’s  edition  of  the  Bibliotheca  Scriptorum 
Greecorum,  Becker’s  Charicles,  Rost’s  and  Matthioe’s  Greek 
Grammars,  Harrison’s  Greek  Prepositions  and  Cases,  Hermann’s 
Manual  of  Greek  Antiquities,  Bojesen’s  Grecian  and  Roman  An- 
tiquities, Bagster’s  Analytical  Greek  Lexicon,  Smith’s  Classical 
Dictionary,  Crusius’  Homeric  Lexicon,  and  many  other  valuable 
works. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  HISTORY  AND  ENGLISH  LITERATURE. 

C.  W.  Hutson,  Professor.  .1.  P.  Elmore,  Assistant  Professor. 

The  subjects  taught  in  this  department  are  History,  Ancient 
and  Modern;  and  English  Literature,  with  a succinct  survey  of  the 
Literatures  which  have,  from  time  to  time,  modified  its  spirit  and 
form.  These  studies  are  obligatory  on  the  higher  classes. 
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In  the  department  of  History,  the  philosophy  of  History  is 
made  the  object  of  study  rather  than  the  facts,  the  time  beimr  too 
short  for  any  thorough  study  of  the  latter.  The  text-books  used 
are  Schmitz’s  Manual  of  Ancient  History,  Smith’s  Abridgment  of 
Gibbon,  Lord’s  History  of  Rome,  and  Taylor’s  Manual  of  Modern 
History. 

In  the  class  of  English  Literature,  the  text-books  used  are 
Shaw’s  Manual,  and  Johnston  and  Browne’s  English  Literature. 
The  best  criticism  of  individual  writers  and  particular  periods  is 
also  furnished  the  class  from  scattered  essays,  and  various  lectures, 
including  extracts  from  works  devoted  to  special  criticism. 

The  department  is  supplied  with  the  standard  works  on  both 
subjects,  as  well  as  with  the  volumes  of  the  British  Essayists, 
Alison,  Sydney  Smith,  Wilson,  Macaulay,  Talfourd.  In  the  De- 
partment of  Literature,  special  mention  may  be  made  of  Collier’s 
Early  English  Literature,  Hazlitt’s  Works,  Hallam’s  Literature  of 
Europe,  Angus’  Hand  Books,  Day’s  several  works  on  Composition 
and  Literature,  Fowler’s  English  Grammar,  and  Max  Muller’s 
Philological  Works. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MENTAL  AND  MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

Professor. 

This  Department  comprises  simply  the  studies  its  name,  indi- 
cates, and  is  pursued  by  the  higher  classes. 

Text-Books:  Bowen’s  edition  of  Hamilton’s  Metaphysics,  Bowen’s 
Logic,  Whately’s  Rhetoric,  Cousin’s  True,  Beautiful,  and  Good, 
Jouffroy’s  Ethics,  Butler’s  Analogy. 

The  Department  is  supplied  with  the  usual  works  of  reference, 
among  which  may  be  named  Hamilton’s  Discussions  of  Philosophy 
and  Literature,  the  works  of  Hobbes,  Stewart,  Plato,  and  other 
Philosophical  writers,  including  the  best  modern  books  on  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy. 

SPECIAL  LECTURES. 

Besides  the  regular  course  of  study,  and  the  lectures  of  the 
Professors  on  subjects  immediately  pertaining  to  their  chairs,  able 
scholars,  not  connected  with  the  University,  are  invited  to  lecture 
at  the  close  of  every  month  before  the  whole  corps  of  Cadets,  on 
such  subjects  of  literature  and  science  as  they  may  select. 

VISITS  TO  OTHER  INSTITUTIONS,  ETC. 

The  inspection  of  some  of  the  chief  institutions  of  learning,  pub- 
lic works,  etc.,  in  this  country,  Canada,  England  and  Ireland  by 
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some  of  the  professors,  during  last  year,  has  been  of  great  service 
to  the  University;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  their  reports,  as  pub- 
lished in  the  Aunual  Eeport  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  will  be 
read  by  all  who  may  feel  an  interest  in  higher  education. 

It  is  only  by  visiting  other  similar  institutions,  at  home  and 
abroad,  exchanging  views  with  those  who  have  the  same  mission 
as  itself,  and  finding  out  not  only  what  ..they  propose,  but  what 
they  are  actually  doing,  that  a school  can  keep  its  ideas  vigorous 
and  healthy. 

It  is  believed,  therefore,  to  be  indispensably  necessary  for  one 
or  more  of  the  Professors  of  the  University  to  spend  a few  months 
every  year  in  visiting  the  schools  of  this  country  and  Europe  ; and 
to  accomplish  that  desirable  end,  the  Institution  will  hereafter 
earnestly  strive. 

Not  only  that;  there  should  be  frequent  reunions  of  al(the  pro- 
fessors and  teachers  in  the  State;  but  that  cannot  be  done  until  all 
are  actuated  by  no  other  motives  than  the  one  great  desire  for 
educational  advancement.  .Religion  is  too  holy  a thing  to  be 
dragged  down  even  into  an  educational  convention;  and  politics, 
the  dirty  thing  it  usually  is,  should  always  be  kept  out  of  a Teach- 
ers’ Institute. 

Who  would  insist  on  teachers  “pronouncing  the  shibboleths  of 
sect  or  party,”  would  destroy  schools.  Such  teachers  will  prove 
worse  than  a failure.  “ They  can  never,”  as  Dr.  Angell,  of  Michi- 
gan University,  truly  says,  “ train  a generation  of  students  to  cath- 
olic, candid,  truth-loving  habits  of  mind,  and  tempers  of  heart.” 

DEGREES. 

The  degree  of  “ Bachelor  of  Arts”  will  be  conferred  on  the 
graduate  in  the  Literary  Course,  which  embraces  the  following- 
subjects  of  study:  English,  French,  Latin  and  Greek  Languages, 
Mathemutics,  Natural  Philosophy  (including  Astronomy)  Chemis- 
try (including  Geology  and  Mineralogy),  Natural  History,  Mental 
and  Moral  Philosophy,  History  and  English  Literature,  and  Artil- 
lery and  Infantry  Tactics. 

The  degree  of  “ Bachelor  of  Science”  will  be  conferred  on  the 
graduate  in  the  following  subjects,  comprising  the  Scientific 
Course  : English,  French,  German  and  Latin  Languages,  Mathe- 
matics, Natural  Philosophy  (including  Astronomy),  Applied  Mathe- 
matics, Chemistry  (including  Geology  and  Mineralogy),  Civil  En- 
gineering, Natural  History,  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  History 
and  English  Literature,  and  Artillery  and  Infantry  Tactics. 


The  degree  of  “ Bachelor  op  Philosophy”  will  be  conferred  on 
the  graduate  in  the  English,  French  and  German  Languages,  Men- 
tal  and  Moral  Philosophy,  Natural  Philosophy  (including  Astrono- 
my), Chemistry  (including  Geology  and  Mineralogy),  and  Botany, 
in  Mathematics  or  Latin,  in  Greek  or  Applied  Mathematics,  and 
Artillery  and  Infantry  Tactics. 

To  receive  the  degree  of  “ Master  op  Arts,”  it  is  necessary  to 
graduate  in  the  English,  French,  German,  Latin  and  Greek  Lan- 
guages, Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy  (including  Astronomy 
and  Analytical  Mechanics,  Chemistry  (including  Geology  and  Min- 
eralogy), Natural  History,  Civil  Engineering,  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  History  and  English  Literature,  and  Artillery  and  In- 
fantry Tactics. 

The  graduate  in  the  Special  School  of  “ Civil  Engineering,” 
comprising  the  following  branches  of  study,  will  receive  the  de- 
gree of  “ Civil  Engineer:”  English,  French  and  German  Lan- 
guages, Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy  (including  Astronomy 
and  Analytical  Mechanics),  Chemistry  (including  Geology  and 
.Mineralogy)  Civil  Engineering  (Theoretical  and  Practical),  Mili- 
tary Engineering  (Fortifications  and  Gunnery)  Natural  History, 
Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  History ^ and  English  Literature, 
and  Artillery  and  Infantry  Tactics. 

The  title  of  “ Proficient  in  the  Commercial  School,”  will  be 
conferred  on  the  graduate  in  the  Commercial  School,  embracing 
the  following  branches  : English,  French  and  German  Languages, 
Penmanship,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Commercial  Correspond- 
ence, Commercial  Forms,  Book-keeping,  History  and  English 
Literature,  and  Artillery  and  Infantry  Tactics. 

Candidates  for  degrees  are  also  required  to  write  an  Essay  or 
deliver  an  Address  on  any  subject  of  Literature  or  Science  they 
may  elect. 

Cadets  who  pass  successfully  all  the  examinations  in  any  branch 
of  study,  will  redeive  a certificate  of  “ Proficient ” in  that  study. 

The  Cadet  who  fails  to  receive  one-half  of  the  full  valuation  of 
an  Examination  in  any  study  is  considered  deficient. 

A “ Certificate  of  Distinction ” is  granted  to  the  Cadet,  who  re- 
ceives four-fifths  of  the  maximum  class  standing  in  any  branch  of 
study  during  a session;  but  the  certificate  will  not  be  conferred  in 
public,  unless  the  Cadet  is  distinguished  in  at  least  two  branches 
of  study.  Nor  will  a certificate  of  distinction  be  awarded  at  all,  if 
the  Cadet  should  fail  to  pass  his  examination  in  any  one  branch  of 
study. 
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PRIZE  MEDALS. 

Besides  the  regular  examinations,  degrees,  etc.,  special  Prize 
Examinations , thrown  open  to  all  the  Cadets,  occur  in  Mathematics, 
Natural  Philosophy  and  Chemistry  (combined).  Drawing,  Latin, 
Greek,  French,  English,  Declamation  and  Oratory;  and  to  the 
successful  candidates,  as  the  most  proficient  in  these  studies,  a Gold 
Medal  each  is  awarded,  provided  they  receive  not  less  than  three- 
fourths  of  the  maximum  value. 

Similar  medals  are  awarded  by  Professor  McAuley  to  the  best 
Latin  scholars  in  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore  Classes,  and  J.  D.* 
Kenton,  Esq.,  of  New  Orleans,  presents  a like  medal,  annually,  to 
the  Cadet  who  excels  in  the  studies  of  the  Commercial  School. 

The  Superintendent  gives  a gold  medal  to  that  Cadet  who  has 
been  most  exemplary  in  his  conduct,  in  the  observance  of  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  University,  during  the  session ; and  to 
the  kindest  and  most  amiable,  most  generous  and  manly  of  all  the 
Cadets,  as  determined  by  themselves,  a handsome  gold  medal  is 
presented  by  E.  A.  Tyler,  Esq.,  of  New  Orleans. 

SYSTEM  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  system  of  instruction  in  the  Preparatory  Class,  and  in  the 
4th  (Freshman)  and  3d  (Sophomore)  Classes,  is  almost  entirely  by 
means  of  text  books;  but  in  the  2d  (Junior)  and  1st  (Senior)  Classes 
in  the  Academic  Department  and  in  the  Special  Schools,  instruc- 
tion is  given  partly  by  lectures. 

In  the  classes  of  Mathematics  and  Mechanics,  practical  questions , 
besides  those  in  the  Text,  are  required  to  be  solved ; in  the  classes 
of  Ancient  and  Modern  Languages,  translations  from  English  into 
those  languages  are  made  at  every  recitation;  and  every  week  au 
English  composition  and  a letter  are  required. 

This  practical  mode  of  instruction,  unceasingly  pursued  for  four 
years,  will  accomplish  a great  deal. 

At  every  recitation,  every  Cadet  is  examined  ; and  when  anv 
class  becomes  too  large  to  enable  each  Cadet  thus  to  recite,  it  is 
divided  into  two  or  more  sections ; and  if  necessary  the  number  of 
instructors  is  increased. 

To  neglect  a lesson  is  one  of  the  greatest  offences  a Cadet  can 
commit  ; and  he  cannot  neglect  his  studies  for  any  length  of  time 
without  being  dismissed.  To  receive  half,  or  less,  of  the  maximum 
value  of  a daily  recitation,  is  considered  neglect  of  lesson. 


The  delinquents  in  study  during  any  week  are  summoned  on 
Saturday,  at  11  a.  m.,  before  the  Superintendent,  who  sympathises 
with  and  kindly  advises  those  laboring  under  disadvantages,  but 
sharply  reproves  the  wilfully  negligent. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  organization  of  the  University  is  thoroughly  military,  and  the 
discipline  is  rigidly  strict,  but  not  severe.  That  system  of  government 
which  takes  closest  supervision  over  all  the  actions  of  the  Cadet, 
teaches  him  how  to  study  and  how  to  save  his  time;  gives  him  habits 
of  order  and  neatness,  industry  and  economy,  promptness  and  punc- 
tuality, hardihood  and  self-reliance,  obedience  and  self-denial  ; in- 
culcates a spirit  of  truthfulness  and  courage,  and  imbues  him  with 
a sentiment  of  honor  and  a sense  of  duty,  must  surely  be  the  best. 
There  are  daily  drills  and  parades.  A very  superior  battery 
of  four  guns  has  been  provided,  and  a complete  equipment  of 
most  approved  small  arms  will  soon  be  obtained.  The  Cadets 
wear  a uniform  of  cadet-gray  cloth,  and  no  other  outer  clothing 
will  be  worn. 

There  are  live  regular  roll-calls  daily,  besides  the  class  roll-calls; 
and  even  during  the  hours  of  recreation,  Cadets  are  not  allowed  to 
go  beyond  certain  prescribed  limits,  for  they  must  hold  themselves 
subject  to  call  at  any  moment. 

The  Commandant  of  Cadets  inspects  the  Cadets’  rooms  three 
times  a day,  and  once  a week  there  is  a thorough  inspection  of  the 
whole  establishment  by  the  Superintendent. 

Delinquents  are  marked  by  demerits,  100  of  which  received  in  live 
months,  subjects  the  Cadet  to  dismissal. 

Cadets  who  leave  the  University  without  authority  and  remain 
absent  seven  successive  days,  shall  be  considered  as  “ dismissed .” 

While  “on  duty,"  every  one  is  required  to  be  orderly  and  studi- 
ous: “off  duty"  there  is  the  utmost  freedom  from  restraint  com- 
patible with  good  behavior  and  the  necessary  respect  for  the 
officers. 

The  University  claims  that  it  has,  generally  speaking,  the  best 
discipline  and  the  best  order,  as  well  as  the  best  behaved,  most  stu- 
dious, and  highest-toned  young  men  in  this  country.  Usually,  with 
rare  exceptions,  order,  quiet  and  good  feeling  prevail.  The  Cadets 
are  cheerful  and  contented,  and  full  of  pride  and  spirit.  By  them 
and  their  happy  condition,  by  their  words  and  their  acts,  and  by 
their  wishes  and  feelings,  let  the  strong  discipline  of  the  Institu- 
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tion  and  its  beneficial  effects  be  judged,  rather  than  by  outside 
ignorance  or  prejudice,  envy  or  hatred,  favor  or  affection,  or  by  a 
false  philanthropy  or  sickly  sentimentality. 

There  is  probably  no  pursuit  or  branch  of  business  which  re- 
quires more  special  study  and  closer  attention  than  the  proper 
management  of  young  men  at  school,  and  there  is  none  so  little 
understood  by  the  public  generally.  How  frequently  is  it  the  case 
that  a father  who  has  entirely  mistaken  the  true  character  of  his 
son,  and  has,  therefore,  continually  mismanaged  him,  gravely  ad- 
vises the  teacher  what  to  do ! Hot  only  that,  but  some  good- 
natured,  easy-going  man,  who  mistakes  justice  often  for  harshness, 
and  has  no  use  for  the  truth  when  it  is  unpleasant;  who  thinks 
punishment  is  barbarous  and  wrong,  and  would  have  the  world 
always  ruled  by  mercy  and  leniency;  such  a poor  fellow,  who  can- 
not manage  his  own  one  child  at  home,  nor  indeed  take  care  of 
himself,  even  he  would  say  how  best  to  govern  one  hundred  and 
fifty  of  other  people's  boys  ! 

It  will  be  readily  observed  that  the  University  cannot  long  have 
an  average  number  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  young  Louisianians 
on  its  rolls,  without  the  State,  with  its  small  population,  soon  be- 
coming filled  with  its  alumni ; and  then  the  University  becomes  the 
State!  How  necessary,  then,  to  inculcate  in  the  minds  of  its  stu- 
dents knowledge — not  merely  literary  and  scientific,  but  knowl- 
edge of  what  is  due  to  others  as  well  as  to  themselves;  a love  of 
order  and  a respect  for  discipline;  and  obedience  to  all  the  laws  of 
God  and  man,  for  their  own  and  their  country’s  sake;  in  a word, 
how  to  be  law-abiders  as  well  as  law-makers.  And  that  the  Uni- 
versity is  doing  after  a manner  it  thinks  best  and  most  effec- 
tual, heedless  alike  of  the  erroneous  but  conscientious  views  of 
some  of  the  best  people  of  Louisiana,  and  the  falsifying  pen  and 
slanderous  tongue  of  the  contemptible  demagogue,  who,  to  attain 
his  own  miserable,  selfish  ends,  would  sink  school  and  State, 
and  everything  else  good  and  useful,  noble  and  holy  ; who  one  day 
clamors  for  the  utter  destruction  of  the  Institution  on  account  of 
the  misconduct  of  one  of  its  Cadets,  whose  sins  he  would  visit  upon 
all ; and  at  another  time  rails  at.  the  authorities  for  their  efforts  to 
preserve  order  and  to  protect  the  rights  and  character  of  the  many 
from  the  thoughtlessness  of  the  few  ! 

LIBRARY. 

The  Library  now  contains  nearly  11,000  select  volumes,  and  the 
number  is  continually  increasing. 


in  History,  the  English  and  Latin  Classics,  Mathematics  and 
Physical  Sciences,  the  works  are  unusually  comprehensive  and 
valuable.  There  is  also  a large  number  of  unbound  periodicals  and 
pamphlets,  some  of  which  are  very  useful  and  interesting;  many 
choice  engravings,  photographs,  chromos  and  busts,  and  a few 
good  oil  paintings,  among  which  is  the  splendid  painting,  almost 
life  size,  by  Julio,  of  Lee  and  Jackson  at  Chancellorsville. 

Cadets  have  access  to  the  Library  daily,  under  proper  restric- 
tions. 

Contributions  to  the  Library,  especially  works  of  History, 
Science  and  Statistical  Information,  and  Busts,  Paintings,  Engrav 
ings,  Photographs,  Maps,  etc.,  will  be  thankfully  received.

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APPARATUS. 

The  Scientific  Chairs  are  well  provided  with  a philosophical  and 
chemical  apparatus,  engineering  instruments,  mathematical  models 
and  diagrams. 

During  the  past  session  much  fine  apparatus  has  been  added,  and 
the  Patent  Office,  at  Washington,  presented  the  University  with 
over  300  models  of  machinery. 

The  Chemical  Department  is  now  being  fitted  up,  so  that  each 
Cadet  of  that  class  may  have  the  necessary  facilities  for  making- 
experiments  in  the  Laboratory. 

CABINETS.  MUSEUM,  ETC. 

There  is  an  immense  collection  of  minerals,  and  geological  and 
conchological  specimens,  many  thousand  in  number,  and  a rich 
Herbarium,  all  scientifically  determined  and  well  arranged. 

In  fact,  no  institution  in  the  South  is  superior  to  the  University 
in  regard  to  cabinets  of  that  nature.  The  extensive  collections  of 
the  late  Col.  Wailes,  of  Mississippi,  Dr.  J.  B.  Hall,  of  New  Orleans, 
and  Dr.  R.  D.  Nevius  of  Mobile,  have  been  secured,  and  large  ac- 
cessions are  constantly  being  made  through  the  labors  of  the  Pro- 
fessors engaged  upon  the  Topographical,  Geological  and  Botanical 
Surveys  of  the  State,  by  the  donations  of  public-spirited  citizens, 
and  by  purchase. 

Recently  the  Ames’  Museum  (in  New  Orleans)  of  Natural  His- 
tory and  Curiosities  was  obtained,  by  means  of  which,  together 
with  the  large  number  of  specimens  of  animals,  birds,  reptiles,  in- 
sects, etc.,  previously  on  hand,  and  the  many  others  easily  to  be 
procured  in  the  South-West,  the  University  hopes  soon  to  have  a 
very  large  and  scientifically  valuable  Museum  of  Natural  Ilistorv. 

An  immense  number  of  Indian  relics,  of  almost  every  descrip- 
tion. and  some  old  coins,  make  up  about  all  the  University  has  of 
Archaeology. 

With  but  little  trouble  and  expense,  the  public  can  materially 
increase  the  cabinets,  etc-.,  of  the  Institution.  Specimens  of  min- 
erals, fossils,  Indian  relics,  land  and  water  (fresh  and  salt)  shells, 
plants,  reptiles,  fish,  insects,  birds,  animals,  etc-.,  etc.,  are  easily  ob- 
tained. now  and  then,  over  the  country,  and  they  are  particularly 
solicited. 

The  cost  of  transportation  will  be  borne  by  the  Institution. 
READING  ROOM. 

In  connection  with  the  Library  is  a Heading  Room,  which  is  kept 
well  supplied  with  literary  and  scientific  journals,  and  the  leading 


newspapers  of  our  country.  To  this  room  Cadets  nave  free  access 
in  the  hours  of  recreation.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  University  to 
stimulate,  by  every  possible  means,  the  youthful  mind  to  thought — 
to  create  a taste  for  polite  learning,  and  to  form  the  habit  of  acquir- 
ing useful  information.

Every  facility  is  given  for  forming  Literary  Societies,  since  expe- 
rience has  demonstrated  that  nothing  improves  the  mind  of  a 
Youth  more  than  his  regular  attendance  upon  and  participation  in 
such  exercises.  Secret  Societies  are  forbidden. 

RELIGIOUS  SERYICES. 


During  the  temporary  stay  of  the  University  at  Baton  Rouge, 
where  churches  abound,  and  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  are  at  all 
times  accessible,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  thought  it  not  im- 
proper to  suspend  the  two  chaplaincies,  found  necessary  near 
Alexandria.  Prayers,  however,  are  held  daily  in  the  University. 


RECREATION. 

Three  hours  a day  are  set  apart  for  exercise  in  the  open  air,  and 
Cadets  are  as  earnestly  urged  to  avail  themselves  of  such  recrea- 
tion, as  at  other  times  they  are  required  to  study.  The  grounds 
are  extensive,  and  well  adapted  to  purposes  of  recreation. 

To  give  the  Cadet  the  benefit  of  the  society  of  ladies,  there  is 
occasionally  a !<  Cadet  Hop ” at  the  University.  The  “ Hop”  has 
done  much  towards  polishing  the  manners  and  refining  the  feel- 
ings of  the  Cadets,  and  in  maintaining  good  order  and  discipline, 

On  Christmas  Eve  is  the  “ Christmas  Hop,"  and  at  the  close  of 
the  session  comes  off  the  “ Commencement  Hop,"  to  which  hundreds 
of  the  best  people  of  Louisiana  are  specially  invited.  It  is  the 
occasion  of  a delightful  social  reunion,  where  is  assembled  much 
of  the  beauty  and  gallantry,  the  learning  and  wisdom,  and  the 
refinement  and  culture  of  our  noble,  generous,  warm-blooded 
people. 

It  is  a matter  of  grave  doubt  whether  the  young  man  at  College, 
cut  off*  from  the  influence  of  home  and  the  society  of  ladies,  does 
not  lose  more  that  is  essential  to  the  formation  of  his  character 
than  he  gains  from  text-books.  The  University  tries  to  correct 
that  evil,  and  sincerely  trusts  that  its  graduate  may  be  known,  not 
only  by  his  learning,  but  bjr  his  respect  for  religion  and  truth,  and 
his  refinement  of  thought  and  manners.  Those  objects  attained, 
the  elements  of  a gentleman  are  secured. 

And  to  make  the  University  look  homelike  and  attractive,  its 
walls,  almost  everywhere,  are  covered  with  handsome  pictures, 
and  portraits  of  eminent  men,  instructive  and  refining  in  nearly 
every  way.  It  is  believed  that  the  University  is  one  of  the  neatest 
and  most  tastefully  arranged  institutions  of  learning  in  the  United 
States. 


EXAMINATIONS. 


The  latter  portions  of  the  months  of  January  and  June  are 
chiefly  devoted  to  examinations,  which,  for  classes  of  every  grade 
are  written.  To  pass  an  examination,  it  is  necessary  to  receive 
half  its  valuation.  A Cadet  found  deficient  in  his  Studies  at  the 
Intermediate  Examination  in  January,  or  at  the  Final  Examina- 
tion in  June,  shall  be  permitted  to  resign,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Academic  Board  his  deficiency  is  due  to  incapacity;  but  if  his 
failure  result  from  habitual  want  of  application,  he  shall  be  dis- 
missed. A Cadet  found  deficient  in  any  oue  of  his  Studies  at  two 
successive  Final  Examinations,  shall  be  ipso  facto  dismissed. 
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COMMENCEMENT. 

The  Commencement  exercises  take  place  in  public  on  the  last 
Wednesday  in  June,  when  diplomas,  prize  medals  and  certificates 
of  distinction  are  awarded,  and  addresses  delivered  by  Cadets  and 
distinguished  persons  selected  by  the  Literary  Societies  and  the 
Academic  Board. 

To  these  exercises,  every  citizen  of  Louisiana  is  most  earnestly 
and  cordialty  invited,  and  no  one  should,  if  possible,  be  absent. 
Without  the  individual  sympathy  and  active  personal  support  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  the  University  cannot  prosper. 

VACATION. 

The  Vacation  is  of  three  months’  duration,  beginning  July  1st, 
and  ending  September  30th.  During  the  Session  there  is  no  recess 
except  the  Christmas  holidays  and  Good  Friday. 

BOARD,  WASHING,  ETC. 

The  Mess-Hall,  washing,  etc.,  are  not  let  by  contract , but  those 
departments  are  conducted  directly  by  the  University,  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  the  Superintendent.  The  charges  are 
no  more  than  actual  cost. 

STATE  OR  BENEFICIARY  CADETS. 

The  handsomest  feature  of  the  Institution  is  the  education  and 
maintenance  of  two  indigent  youths  from  each  parish,  and  twenty 
from  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  in  accordance  with  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature, No.  17,  approved  March  16tli,  1870.  After  remaining  at 
the  University  four  years,  they  teach  school  in  the  State  two  years. 
Already  there  are  many  teachers  of  this  class  throughout  the 
State. 

SOCIETY  OF  ALUMNI. 

This  Society  is  composed  of  graduates  of  the  Institution,  who. 
feeling  a deep  interest  in  the  cause  of  education  and  in  the  welfare 
of  the  University,  and  wishing  to  revive  the  pleasant  recollections 
of  their  Cadetship,  meet  annually  on  the  day  before  the  Com- 
mencement Day,”  when  an  address  is  delivered  by  one  of  the 
members.” 

ANNIVERSARY  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

Hereafter  the  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  University, 
January  2d,  1860,  will  be  celebrated  by  an  appropriate  address. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  first  Superintendent  of  the  Institution,  Gen. 
W.  T.  Sherman,  can  spare  the  time  from  his  duties  as  General-in- 
Chief  U.  S.  Army,  to  deliver  the  address  in  January  next. 
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TOPOGRAPHICAL,  GEOLOGICAL  AND  BOTANICAL 
. SURVEY  OF  LOUISIANA. 

By  Act  of  the  Legislature,  the  Professors  of  Engineering,  Chem- 
istry, Mineralogy,  Geology  and  Botany,  of  this  Institution,  are  re- 
quired to  make,  jointly,  a Topographical,  Geological  and  Botanical 
Survey  of  Louisiana.  To  this  duty  they  devote  not  less  than  four 
months  of  every  year,  thus  securing  to  tin;  young  Louisianian  un- 
usual facilities  for  learning  the  physical  features  of  his  State  and 
the  whole  Southwest. 

The  Third  Annual  Report  of  these  professors  has  been  published, 
and  has  thrown  such  light  upon  the  Physical  History  of  Louisiana 
as  to  attract  considerable  attention  in  the  scientific  world.  The 
survey  is  now  nearly  completed. 

PLAN  FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

Patronage  to  be  increased;  Tuition  Fees  to  be  reduced— A Benefit  to 
the  Patron  as  well  as  to  the  University. — For  every  $100  donated  for 
the  general  purposes  of  the  University,  the  donor  shall  have  a re- 
ceipt with  four  coupons  attached,  each  good  for  all  fees  of  tuition 
for  one  session ; and  only  one  of  the  coupons  to  be  used  in  any  one 
session.  A gift  it  is,  yet  one  for  which  the  public-spirited  man  of 
little  means  is  richly  repaid.  His  $100  now  paid  the  University, 
educates  his  son,  and  at  the  end  of  four  years  he  has  saved  $220, 
for  the  annual  tuition  fee  is  $80.  [See  “Appeal  to  the  People  of 
Louisiana,”  page  71.] 

ADMISSION  OF  CADETS. 

Applicants  will  not  be  received  under  fifteen  years  of  age.  They 
had  better  be  older.  They  may  be  residents  of  other  States. 

The  applicant  for  admission  to  the  Preparatory  Department  must 
read  and  write  well , and  know  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar  and 
Geography  thoroughly;  but  a much  better  preparation  is  desirable. 

To  enter  the  Academic  Department,  it  is  necessary,  besides  the 
qualifications  for  admission  to  the  Preparatory  Department,  to 
know  Algebra,  Geometry,  Plane  Trigonometry,  the  Elementary 
Latin  Grammar,  Caesar's  Commentaries.  Virgil  or  Cicero’s  Ora- 
tions, the  Elementary  Greek  Grammar,  and  Xenophon’s  Anabasis; 
or,  instead  of  Greek,  the  Elementary  French  Grammar  and 
Reading. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  to  the  Special  School  of  Civil  Engineer- 
ing, who  is  not  qualified  to  enter  the  2d  (or  Junior)  Class  of  the 
Academic  Department. 
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The  parent  or  guardian  must  state  in  writing , on  entering  his  son 
or  ward,  which  Course  of  Study,  or  Special  School,  he  wishes  him 
to  pursue.

Tuition,  Library  and  Surgeon’s  fees  for  the  whole  session  of  nine 
months,  $100,  and  deposit  of  $10  to  cover  special  breakages,  dam- 
ages, etc.,  payable  in  advance ; all  other  fees  payable  $160  in  ad- 
vance, balance  of  $200  February  1st. 

Whatever  may  be  unexpended  of  the  estimated  cost  ($60)  of 
Uniform  Clothing,  and  of  the  deposit  of  $10  to  cover  special  break- 
ages, damages,  etc.,  will  be  refunded  at  the  close  of  the  session. 

Cadets  who  pursue  the  course  of  Civil  Engineering,  must  fur- 
nish their  own  drawing  instruments ; and  those  taking  the  Com- 
mercial Course  must  supply  their  special  stationery. 

Diploma  Fee,  $10,  to  be  paid  the  first  of  June  preceding 
graduation. 

Cadets  will  be  received  at  any  time  during  the  session,  and 
charged  from  the  date  of  entrance,  except  those  entering  within 
the  first  month,  who  will  be  charged  from  the  beginning  of  the 
session. 

In  cases  of  dismissal  or  resignation,  no  part  of  the  Tuition,  Li- 
brary and  Surgeon’s  fees,  paid  in  advance,  will  be  refunded;  but 
there  will  be  refunded  the  unexpended  balance  of  all  other  fees, 
unless  the  dismissal  or  resignation  occur  within  the  last  two 
months  of  the  session,  when  no  deduction  whatever  will  be  made. 
This  does  not  apply  to  the  special  deposits  for  uniform  clothing, 
breakages,  damages,  etc. 

No  Cadet  will  be  received  without  payment  in  advance,  nor  will 
any  Cadet  be  allowed  to  be  in  arrears  to  the  University. 


Heretofore  this  rule  has  not  been  rigidly  enforced  ; but  here- 
after it  will  be.  All  fees,  of  whatever  nature,  including  the  special 
deposit  for  uniform  clothing,  breakage,  etc  , must  be  promptly  paid 
on  admission ; and  the  second  payment,  due  February  1st,  must  be 
paid  on  that  day,  or  the  delinquent  will  be  at  once  dropped  from 
the  Rolls.  Parents  or  guardians,  who  are  unable  to  make  the 
whole  payment  required  in  advance,  will  please  not  send  their  sons 
or  wards  to  the  University,  with  the  hope  of  paying  only  a part  of 
what  is  due,  and  the  balance  afterwards.  Experience  proves  that 
most  of  those  who  do  not  pay  promptly  in  advance,  are  apt  not  to 
pay  at  all;  and  the  University  will  be  burdened  no  longer  with 
such  patrons. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  fees  cover  every  item  of  expense,  ex- 
cept under  clothing , a good  supply  of  which  the  Cadet  must  bring 
with  him. 

The  outfit  of  a Cadet,  to  be  procured  before  coming  to  the  Uni- 
versity, is,  say,  not  less  than  eight  (_8)  good  shirts,  one  (1)  dozen 
linen  collars,  two  (2)  black  silk  neck-ties,  six  (6)  pocket-handker- 
chiefs, six  (6)  cotton  or  woollen  undershirts,  six  (6)  pairs  of  cotton 
or  woollen  drawers,  one  (1)  dozen  pairs  of  stout  cotton  socks,  one 
(1)  black  soft  felt  hat,  two  (2)  pairs  of  stout  shoes,  a tooth  brush, 
comb,  hair  brush,  clothes  brush,  twro  (2)  bags  for  soiled  clothes, 
and  a a'ood  trunk.  He  cannot  have  too  much  underclothing:,  as  he 
is  required  to  keep  himself  very  neat.  All  articles  of  clothing- 
should  be  well  marked.  He  should  also  have  a good  overcoat. 

Parents  are  requested  to  give  their  sons  very  little  pocket  money, 
not  exceeding  $2  per  month. 

It  is  believed  that  the  University  is  one  of  the  cheapest  in- 
stitutions of  its  grade  in  the  South.  If  only  those  items  of  expense 
were  given  which  are  usually  published  by  other  colleges,  the  total 
expense  per  session  would  seem  to  be  much  less  than  it  really  is, 
and  the  public  might  form  a very  erroneous  impression  of  the  entire 
cost  of  the  tuition  and  maintenance  of  a Cadet. 

Usually  colleges  announce  board  and  tuition  for  a session  of  nine 
or  ten  months  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  or  three  hundred  dol- 
lars. But  what  does  that  mean?  Nothing  in  particular;  and  cer- 
tainly it  does  not  include  bedding  and  room  furniture,  wmsliingand 
mending,  and  servants’  attendance,  fuel  and  lights,  blacking  and 
soap,  text  books  and  stationery;  and  often  ov  n room  rent  is  extra, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  extra  modern  languages,  etc.;  and' if  the  stu- 
dent is  sick,  he  is  subjected  to  heavy  expense  for  medical  atten- 
dance ! Not  so  here.  All  those  expenses,  and  every  other  possible 

expense,  except  clothing,  are  four  hundred  dollars  per  session  of 
nine  months!  We  venture  the  assertion  that  the  expense  in- 
curred by  most  young  men,  who  have  been  sent  out  of  Louisiana 
to  be  educated,  is  about  twice  the  amount  necessary  here. 

Still  five  out  of  every  seven  Louisiana  students  attend  college  out 
of  the  State! 

A Cadet  need  not  expend  one  cent  more  than  the  regular  fees, 
as  above  published;  and  the  University  earnestly  invites  a close 
comparison  of  its  rates  with  those  of  other  institutions.  Because 
it  assumes  complete  control  over  the  Cadet,  educates  him,  supplies 
all  his  personal  wants,  cares  for  him  when  sick,  and  plainly  tells 
the  parents  the  entire  cost , it  begs  not  to  be  done  the  injustice  of 
being  considered  excessive  in  its  charges,  which  are  no  more  than 
actual  cost.

APPOINTMENT  OP  BENEFICIAEY  CADETS, 


The  attention  of  the  Police  Juries  of  the  several  parishes  of  the 
State,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the 
city  of  Mew  Orleans,  is  respectfully  called  to  the  first  section  of 
Act  No.  47,  of  the  Legislature  (extra  session),  approved  March 
16th,  1870,  relative  to  the  appointment  of  Beneficiary  Cadets  to  the 
Louisiana  State  Seminary,  (now  Louisiana  State  University). 

The  law  now  authorizing  and  regulating  such  appointments,  reads 
as  follows : 

“ That  each  parish  as  now  created,  or  that  may  hereafter  he  created  in  the 
State,  shall  have  the  right  to  delegate  to  the  State  Seminary  of  Learning  and 
Military  Academy,  to  remain  four  years,  unless  sooner  graduated,  two  bene- 
ficiary cadets ; and  that  the  city  of  New  Orleans  shall  also  have  the  right  to 
delegate  to  said  Institution  twenty  beneficiary  cadets  ; that  the  Police  Jury  of 
each  parish,  and  the  Board  of  School  Directors  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  re- 
spectively, shall,  at  a regular  meeting,  to  be  held  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to 
the  first  Monday  of  September,  elect  the  number  of  beneficiary  cadets  to  which 
said  parish  or  city  is  entitled  as  aforesaid,  of  such  age  and  qualifications  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  Seminary,  and  cause  the  same 
so  selected  to  report  in  person  at  the  Seminary  on  or  before  the  said  first  Mon- 
day of  September ; Provided , That  such  cadets  as  are  now  actually  attending 
the  Seminary  from  any  parish,  or  from  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  shall  continue 
as  beneficiary  cadets  of  said  Institution  for  the  period  for  which  they  may  have 
been  appointed,  and  shall  be  included  in  the  number  to  which  said  parish  or 
city  is  entitled  under  this  act ; and  should  any  parish  or  said  city  have  in  ac- 
tual attendance  a number  of  cadets  in  excess  of  the  number  to  which  said  par- 
ish is  entitled  under  this  act,  said  number  of  cadets  in  excess  shall  also  remain 
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at  the  Seminary  for  the  period  for  which  they  may  have  been  appointed.  And 
provided  farther  i That  in  case  of  any  vacancy  at  any  time  occurring  in  the  num- 
ber of  cadets  to  which  said  parish  or  said  city  is  entitled,  an  election  to  fill  the 
same  shall  be  held  at  the  first  meeting  of  said  Police  Jury  or  Board  of  School 
Directors,  after  due  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  said  vacancy  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  said  Seminary,  and  the  cadets  so  elected  shall  be  entitled  to  ad- 
mission into  the  Seminary  at  such  time  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  pre- 
scribe ; And  provided  farther,  That  in  case  any  vacancy,  original  or  otherwise, 
in  any  parish,  or  in  New  Orleans,  be  not  filled  as  herein  prescribed,  within  six 
months  after  due  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given  by  the  Superintendent  of 
said  Seminary,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  the  next 
meeting  thereafter,  to  fill  such  vacancy  from  the  State  at  large,  and  to  notify, 
without  delay,  the  Police  Jury  of  said  parish  or  the  Board  of  School  Directors 
of  said  city  of  its  action  ; And  provided  further , That  the  selection  of  said  be- 
neficiary cadets  shall  be  made  from  among  those  members  of  the  highest  class 
in  the  public  schools  in  each  parish  and  in  said  city,  who  are  most  distinguished 
for  their  scholarship  and  good  conduct,  and  who  have  not  themselves,  nor  have 
their  parents,  the  means  of  defraying  their  necessary  expenses  for  tuition  and 
maintenance  at  said  Institution,  all  of  which  facts  shall  be  certified  to  the  Su- 
perintendent of  said  Institution  by  the  President  of  said  Police  Jury  or  said 
Board  of  School  Directors,  as  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief ; and 
that  said  beneficiary  cadets  shall  be  required  at  the  close  of  their  term  at  said 
Institution,  to  pursue  the  occupation  of  teaching  school  within  the  State  for 
two  years  thereafter,  and  shall  be  required  to  report  said  fact  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  said  Institution,  and  that  any  cadet  failing  thus  to  teach  school  as 
herein  prescribed,  or  leaving  said  Institution  before  his  graduation,  without  the 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  thereof,  to  be  given  only  in  case  of  serious 
and  long  protracted  ill  health,  rendering  it  impossible  for  him  to  pursue  his 
studies  with  advantage,  as  certified  by  the  Superintendent  of  said  Institution, 
shall  be  considered  as  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  as  a de- 
faulter to  the  State  in  the  sum  of  money  which  the  State  shall  have  paid  for 
his  tuition  and  maintenance  at  said  Institution.” 

In  accordance  with  this  law,  every  parish  in  the  State  is  entitled 
to  two  (2)  Beneficiary  Cadets,  and  the  city  of  New  Orleans  to 
twenty. 

The  following  vacancies  now  exist : One  each  from  Ascension, 
Assumption,  East  Baton  Rouge,  West  Baton  Rouge,  Bossier,  Cald- 
well, Cameron,  Catahoula,  Claiborne,  DeSoto,  West  Feliciana, 
Grant,  Iberville,  Iberia,  Jefferson,  Lafayette,  Natchitoches,  Oua- 
chita, Richland,  St.  Charles,  St.  John  Bajitiste,  St.  Martin,  St.  Mary, 
Sabine,  Tangipahoa  and  Terrebonne ; two  vacancies  each  from 
Calcasieu,  East  Feliciana,  Plaquemine,  Rapides,  St.  Bernard,  St. 
Landry,  Union  and  Webster;  and  four  (4)  vacancies  from  the  city 
of  New  Orleans. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  University  (as  authorized  by 
law),  requires  the  appointee  to  be  not  less  than  fifteen  (15)  years 
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of  age,  and  to  know  thoroughly  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar  and 
Geography.  He  will  not  be  received  without  those  qualifications.  And 
the  military  feature  of  the  school  makes  it  necessary  that  the 
cadet  be  in  good  health,  sound  in  body  and  limb,  and  in  no  way 
physically  disabled. 

The  appointee  must  report  in  person  at  the  University  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  or  the  first  day  of  February ; that  is,  at  the  begin- 
ning or  middle  of  the  Annual  Session.  At  no  other  time  will  the 
Beneficiary  appointee  be  received. 

In  addition  to  the  certificate  of  election,  the  President  of  the 
Police  Jury,  or  of  the  Board  of  School  Directors  of  New  Orleans, 
must  certify,  as  true  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  that 
the  Beneficiary  Cadet  has  been  selected  from  among  those  mem- 
bers of  the  highest  class  in  the  public  schools,  in  said  parish  or  city, 
Avho  are  most  distinguished  for  their  scholarship  and  good  conduct, 
and  that  he  has  not  himself,  nor  have  his  parents  the  means  of  de- 
fraying his  necessary  expenses  for  tuition  and  maintenance  at  the 
University.  Without  this  certificate  of  the  President  the  appointee  will 
not  be  received ; and  the  signatures  to  both  certificates  must  be 
legally  attested  by  a clerk  or  notary,  having  the  right  to  use  a 
seal. 

The  Institution  has,  heretofore,  furnished  the  Beneficiary  with 
everything  necessary  for  his  education  and  maintenance,  except 
clothing ; but,  on  account  of  the  heavy  depreciation  in  State  war- 
rants, in  which  the  fees  are  paid,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
directed  that  each  Beneficiary  Cadet  hereafter  pay  $100  per  an- 
num, in  currency , in  addition  to  what  the  State  pays  for  him  (in  war- 
rants), payable,  half  September  1st,  balance  February  1st.  Other- 
wise, the  Beneficiary  Cadets  cannot  be  received.  To  educate  a 
young  man,  and  maintain  him  fully  in  every  respect,  for  $350  per 
annum,  in  State  warrants,  or  about  $200  in  currency,  is  impossi- 
ble. Any  further  attempt  to  do  so  would  be  absurd  and  ruinous  ; 
it  would  burden  the  University  with  an  ever  increasing  debt,  and 
soon  close  it. 

Hereafter,  therefore,  until  State  funds  greatly  appreciate,  the 
University  will  furnish  the  Beneficiary  with  Tuition  and  Board 
only,  and  the  Beneficiary  must  himself  pay  the  Library  and  Sur- 
geon’s fees,  $20  ; Washing,  $30  ; Fuel  and  Lights,  $30;  Stationery 
and  use  of  Text  Books,  $20  ; total,  $100. 

The  Cadets  wear  a prescribed  uniform,  which  can  be  had  at  the 
Institution  at  prime  cost.  One  (1)  dress  suit  and  two  (2)  fatigue 
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suits,  are  the  usual  allowance  of  outer-clothing  for  a year.  The 
three  (3)  suits  cost  about  $60,  one-half  of  which  sum  must  be  de- 
posited in  advance,  and  the  balance  paid  live  months  afterwards. 

The  Beneficiary  Cadet  will  also  be  required  to  deposit  $10  at  the 
beginning  of  the  session,  to  cover  special  damages,  breakages,  etc. 
What  may  be  unexpended  of  this  fund,  and  of  the  deposit  for  uni- 
form clothing,  will  be  refunded  at  the  close  of  the  session. 

The  payments  required  of  this  class  of  Cadets  will  be  as  rigidly 
enforced  as  those  demanded  of  private  Cadets.  All  his  dues  must 
be  promptly  paid,  or  the  Beneficiary  Cadet  must  leave  the  Uni- 
versity. 

The  Cadet  must  bring  with  him  from  home,  say,  not  less  than 
j eight  (8)  good  shirts,  one  (1)  dozen  linen  collars,  two  (2)  black  silk 
neck-ties,  six  (6)  pocket  handkerchiefs,  six  (6)  cotton  or  woollen 
undershirts,  six  (_6)  pairs  of  cotton  or  woollen  drawers,  one  (1) 
dozen  pairs  of  stout  cotton  socks,  one  (1)  black,  soft  felt  hat,  two 
(2)  pairs  of  stout  shoes,  a toothbrush,  comb  and  hair  brush,  clothes’ 
brush,  two  (2)  bags  for  soiled  clothes,  and  a good  trunk.  He  should 
also  have  a good  overcoat. 

He  cannot  have  too  much  under-clothing,  as  he  is  required  to 
keep  himself  very  neat.  He  should  have  a small  allowance  of 
pocket  money,  not  to  exceed  two  (2)  dollars  per  month. 

The  President  of  the  Police  Jury  of  each  parish,  and  of  the 
Board  of  the  Public  Schools  of  Hew  Orleans,  will  please  make  the 
appointee  thoroughly  advised  of  all  the  conditions  of  his  appoint- 
ment and  the  requirements  of  the  law.  He  should  particularly  im- 
press upon  him  the  obligation  to  teach  school  two  (2)  years  after 
leaving  the  Institution,  and  the  penalty  he  incurs  in  failing  to 
do  so. 

The  University  is  well  organized,  and  in  a most  prosperous  con- 
dition. Its  course  of  study  is  very  thorough  and  extensive;  its 
discipline  is  military  and  very  strict,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  a 
| young  man  of  good  mind,  studious  and  well  behaved,  cannot  here 
acquire  a good  education.  Whether  the  appointees  are  fit  subjects 
to  receive  such  a boon  from  Louisiana,  rests  entirely  with  those  to 
whom  the  State  has  entrusted  the  appointing  power.  The  Police 
Juries  of  the  parishes  and  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  Hew  Orleans  cannot,  therefore,  be  too  earnestly  asked 
not  to  be  influenced  in  making  their  appointment,  by  fear,  favor  or 
affection.  Let  them  be  sure,  first,  to  make  their  selection  from 
among  those  who  cannot  pa}’  their  own  expenses  here,  and  then 
let  them  take  care  that  the  appointee  is  also  the  best  boy  in  the 
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public  schools  of  the  parish  or  city.  The  best  scholar  in  the  highest 
class  of  the  public  schools  can  only  be  found  by  a competitive  exam- 
ination ; and  it  is  most  earnestly  hoped  that  no  one  will  be  ap- 
pointed without  being  rigidly  examined.  INot  to  do  so,  is  unjust 
to  the  appointee,  for  if  he  is  unable  to  enter  the  University,  he 
must  incur  useless  expense  in  traveling  to  and  from  the  Institu- 
tion. Many  of  the  appointees  heretofore  have  been  clever  young  men 
in  every  respect : but  some,  too,  were  in  every  way  utterly  of  no 
account,  their  selection  reflecting  no  credit  on  those  who  sent  them 
here.  Xow,  with  a little  care,  cannot  good,  steady  young  men  be 
always  chosen  ? There  can  be  no  doubt  of  it.  And  another  thing 
should  be  as  well  known  : if  worthless  fellows  are  imposed  on  the 
University,  they  will  as  certainly  be  dismissed.

Cadets  who  may  return  to  the  University  next  session,  are 
respectfully  requested  to  secure  any  object  of  Natural  History 
that  may  he  found  in  their  localities.  They  are  particularly 
urged  to  collect  specimens  of  fish,  reptiles , inserts,  etc.,  etc.;  also, 
si; ins  of  birds,  birds-nest-s  and  eggs ; land  and  water  ( fresh  and  salt ) 
shells  ; the  prevailing  minerals,  rocks,  pebbles  and  soils  at  their 
homes,  and  Indian  tomahawks,  axes,  arrow-heads,  pottery,  etc. 

The  exact  locality  of  every  specimen  should  be  well  marked 
on  it. 

It  is  also  very  desirable  to  procure  a good  live  specimen  of  every 
wild  animal  in  Louisiana.  When  that  cannot  be  done,  well  pre- 
served skins  will  be  very  acceptable. 

Any  expense  incurred  in  procuring  and  forwarding  specimens  to 
the  University,  will  be  borne  by  the  Institution. 

Dr.  King,  the  newly  appointed  Professor  of  Natural  History,  is 
very  anxious  that  the  Cadets,  and  the  Louisiana  public  generally, 
should  render  him  every  assistance,  as  early  as  possible,  in  the  col- 
lection of  specimens.  Less  is  known  to-day  of  the  Zoology  of  Lou- 
isiana, than  of  any  other  part  of  the  United  States.  Let  not  this  re- 
proach l’est,  longer  upon  us.

APPEAL  TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  LOUISIANA. 


The  State  University  was  founded  by  the  Legislature  for  the 
express  purpose  of  becoming  a seat  of  learning  worthy  of  Louisi- 
ana. It  has  been  in  successful  operation  since  18(10,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  a suspension  during  the  last  two  years  of  the  war ; and 
it  is  believed  that  the  Institution  has  passed  safely  through  those 
dangers  which  seem  to  threaten  with  destruction  all  American  col- 
leges in  their  infancy.  Its  graduates  are  beginning  to  go.  forth 
educated  and  useful  men;  and  the  University  modestly  claims, 
therefore,  as  a matter  of  right,  its  position  among  the  best  institu- 
tions of  the  South,  and  particularly  appeals  to  the  people  of  Louisi- 
ana for  their  sympathy  and  active  personal  support. 

The  income  of  the  Louisiana  State  University  is  totally  inade- 
quate for  its  proper  maintenance  as  an  institution  of  high  grade. 
Now,  how  can  it  be  endowed,  so  that  its  existence  first,  and  its  effi- 
ciency next,  shall  be  put  beyond  all  danger  and  all  doubt?  Per- 
haps the  individual  wealth  of  Louisianians  is  not  now  sufficient  to 
justify  private  donations,  to  any  great  extent;  but  many  persons 
are  able  to  contribute  something,  especially  when  they  are  to  re- 
ceive a rich  return,  and  they  ought  to  do  it.  To  suit  the  ability 
of  persons  of  limited  means,  the  following  plan  has  been  devised, 
and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

For  every  8100,  donated  for  the  general  purposes  of  flic  Univer- 
sity, the  donor  shall  have  a receipt  with  four  coupons  attached, 
each  good  for  all  fees  of  tuition  for  one  session  ; and  only  one  of  the 
coupons  to  be  used  in  any  one  session. 

A gift  it  is,  yet  one  for  which  the  public-spirited  man  of  lit  tle 
means  is  richly  repaid.  His  $100,  now  paid  the  University,  edu- 
cates his  son,  and  at  the  end  of  four  years  he  has  saved  $220;  for 
the  annual  tuition  is  $80.  But  where  is  the  gain  to  the  Univer- 
sity ? We  hope  to  increase  the  number  of  cadets  so  much  that 
the  increased  amounts  paid  for  board  and  other  fees,  now  footing 
$320  for  each  cadet  per  annum,  will  more  than  make  up  the  loss 
incurred  on  tuition. 
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It  would  look  strange  if  we  could  not  find  at  least  two  hundred 
persons  in  Louisiana  who  would  donate  $100  each,  for  the  relief  of 
the  Institution,  on  these  terms.  And  apart  from  the  $20,000  thus 
donated,  what  a moral  weight  in  favor  of  the  State  University 
would  be  two  hundred  cadets  thus  promised,  as  it  were,  and  partly 
secured  for  four  years  ! 

In  its  effort  to  educate  and  maintain  for  the  State  a large  num- 
ber of  beneficiary  cadets,  the  University  has  become  burdened  with 
debt;  and  it  makes  this  appeal  to  the  people  for  relief. 

The  plan  is  feasible;  and  an  easier  way  to  render  material  assis- 
tance, in  this  hour  of  need,  could  hardly  be  conceived  of. 

We  trust  our  appeal  may  not  be  in  vain.  And  it  is  so  easy  to 
help  us!  Why  send  so  many  Louisiana  youths  to  other  States  to 
be  educated?  The  number  is  not  less  than  four  hundred,  and  it 
may  exceed  five  lnmdred ! Each  will  spend,  on  an  average,  five 
hundred  dollars  a year,  and  all  of  them  together  take  out  of  our 
poor,  unfortunate  State  not  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
annually!  ISTo  other  people  in  the  world  do  that — help  to  build  up 
the  colleges  of  other  States,  and  leave  their  own  to  perish  for  want 
of  means  ! Let  all  those  students,  and  all  that  money,  be  kept 
here  at  home,  and  be  given  to  some  one  Louisiana  college  for  twenty 
years,  and  nothing  but  the  most  flagrant  mismanagement  could 
prevent  its  becoming  one  of  the  best  schools  in  America- 

Many  of  the  best  and  most  intelligent  citizens  were  reared  else- 
where, and  the  sacred  ties  of  blood  and  early  associations  make  it 
often  desirable  that  they  should  send  their  sons  back  to  their  own 
old  homes,  to  become  familiar  with  the  scenes  of  their  own  child- 
hood, and  to  be  educated  where  they  themselves  were.  Such  con- 
siderations are  sentimental,  springing  spontaneously  from  the 
heart,  and  against  which  no  reason  can  prevail.  Time  alone  can 
obliterate  such  feelings.  As  long  as  they  last  they  must  be  re- 
spected ; for  the  memories  of  our  old  homes  are  holy. 

But  some  would  “tell  us  (to  use  almost  the  exact  words  of 
Chancellor  Eliot,  of  Washington  University,  St.  Louis),  that  it  is 
better  for  us  to  educate  our  children  there — in  the  East.  They 
say  that  the  spirit  of  society  there  is  more  favorable  to  study  and 
to  the  growth  of  literary  institutions;  that  here,  in  the  West,  the 
material  engrosses  ys  too  much  for  the  successful  pursuit  of  learn- 
ing.'1 By  so  much  the  more  should  we  correct  the  evil.  B}^  so 
much  the  more,  as  good  citizens,  holding  just  allegiance  to  Louisi- 
ana, which  has  made  us  what  we  are,  should  we  sow  the  seeds  of 
the  best  civilization  for  those  who  will  come  after  us.  The  advan- 


tage  of  sending  our  children  away  may  fairly  be  questioned,  even 
as  things  now  are ; and  we  arc  yet  to  be  convinced  that  those  who 
follow  that  course  gain  anything  thereby,  either  in  scholarship  or 
character.  But  at  all  events,  if  we  wisely  regard  the  highest  in- 
terests of  the  community  in  which  we  live,  we  shall  labor  for  the 
speedy  establishment  of  the  best  institutions,  so  that  the  reproach 
against  us,  whatever  truth  may  be  in  it,  may  be  speedily 
taken  away.  As  citizens  of  Louisiana,  we  desire  to  make  our  State 
great.  But  can  that  State  be  called  great  which  must  go  abroad 
to  find  the  best  means  of  education?  Can  we  attain  to  that  first 
place,  or  hold  it  when  attained,  by  mere  force  of  wealth  and 
muscular  energy?  With  all  our  gettings,  shall  we  not  get  under- 
standing? The  best  things  that  money  can  buy  are  refinement 
and  knowledge  and  art ; and  men  of  intelligence  refuse  to  live 
where  these  cannot  be  found.  They  may  come  to  make  money, 
but  they  will  go  away  to  spend  it.  Moral  and  intellectual  progress 
must  keep  pace  with  the  material,  or  our  progress  will  be  evanes- 
cent; our  riches  will  become  a shoddy  extravagance,  affecting  the 
splendor  of  the  prince  and  enacting  the  vulgarity  of  the  boor. 
Nothing  can  be  more  sad,  more  pitiable,  than  abundance  of  wealth 
where  poverty  of  mind  and  character  prevails. 

This  is  one  of  the  great  dangers  of  American  life,  especially  in 
the  luxuriantly  growing  West  and  South. 

Everywhere  the  influences  of  refinement  and  good  taste  should 
be  cultivated.  Everywhere  institutions  for  the  promotion  of  the 
higher  education  should  be  cherished.’  No  State  or  country  can 
become  truly  great  until  it  educates  its  own  sons,  trains  its  own 
intellect,  and  creates  an  ardent  spirit  of  patriotism,  an  enthusiastic 
State  pride. 

Surely  it  is  not  economy  to  send  boys  and  young  men  out  of  Lou- 
isiana to  be  educated.  Even  if  it  were  as  cheap,  let  us  take  the 
young  Louisianian  educated  North  and  East,  and  one  educated  in 
this  Institution,  and  compare  their  chances  of  success  in  life  here 
in  Louisiana.  Both,  say,  go  into  business  in  New  Orleans.  What 
does  the  one  educated  out  of  the  State  know  of  Louisiana  and  her 
people,  outside  of  his  own  little  neighborhood!  To  whom  can  he  re- 
fer, as  to  a brother,  in  Caddo,  or  Tensas,  on  the  Ouachita,  or  in  the 
Attakapas?  while  the  graduate  from  here  has  had  for  four  years 
college-mates  and  class-mates  from  every  parish ; and  the  history 
of  his  State — 'physical,  political,  and  personal— he  is  daily  learning- 
in  spite  of  himself.  The  one  begins  life  in  his  native  State  a stranger, 
knowing  nobody  in  it  and  nothing  about  it ; the  other  has  already 
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a large  acquaintance  and  an  established  character,  which  his  less 
fortunate  neighbor  can  only  acquire  at  great  cost  of  time  and 
money  Virginia  and  Carolina,  Massachusetts  and  New  York,  have 
all  a strong  State  pride,  which  in  time  of  need  is  a tower  of 
strength ; and  it  has  been  inculcated  in  no  way  more  than  by 
educating  together  the  youths  of  those  States  in  their  own  State 
schools.  And  the  citizen  of  Louisiana  who  can  educate  his  son  in 
Lousiana  schools,  and  does  it  not , is  not,  in  our  humble  judgment, 
doing  his  part  by  either  his  State  or  his  child.  As  we  love  best 
our  own  blood  and  family  and  home,  so  should  we  love  best  our 
parish  and  State,  and  great  country,  better  than  any  other,  and  do 
all  in  our  power  to  intensify  that  love. 

AYe  cannot  believe  that  the  people  of  Louisiana  will  permit  their 
State  University  to  go  down  for  want  of  means,  or  even  let  its  effi- 
ciency be  crippled  long.  Y^oung  as  it  is,  it  has  done  too  much  for 
Louisiana  to  be  left  to  such  a fate. 

“ It  may  now  be  accepted  as  a settled  principle  in  American  life,’’ 
says  President  Angell  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  “ that  no 
college  of  established  strength  and  reputation,  which  is  so  con- 
ducted as  to  deserve  to  have  its  life  continued,  shall  long  lack  for 
the  supply  of  its  substantial  wants.  But  it  is  of  vital  consequence 
that  this  University,  or  any  one  which  deserves  the  public  favor, 
should  be  constantly  improving  in  some  respect.” 

“ If  it  is  resting  on  its  laurels ; if  it  is  sitting  down  satisfied  with 
its  past  achievements ; if  it  is  not  incessantly  asking  ‘ how  can  I 
do  more  or  better  work  ?’  it  does  not  deserve  to  be  favored  or 
helped.  It  is  in  danger  of  dying  of  dry  rot.  It  is  not  well  to  have 
spasmodic  periods  of  advance  followed  by  decline.  Every  year 
should  bring  some  gain.  In  this  day  of  unparalelled  activity  in 
college  life,  the  institution  which  is  not  steadily  advancing  is  cer- 
tainly falling  behind.” 

Thus  speaks  the  President  of  the  great  University  of  the  North- 
west, or,  as  some  believe,  of  the  highest  institution  of  learning  on 
this  continent.  Let  us  of  the  South-west  take  warning  by  his 
words  of  wisdom,  and  resolve  that  whatever  be  the  apparent  ne- 
cessity, this  University  must  not  stand  still  or  fall  behind,  but  that 
it  must  ever  continue  steadily  to  advance. 

The  twTo  great  troubles  of  the  State  University  are  : 1st,  Debt ; 
2d,  Incomplete  means  of  Instruction. 

It  is  true  we  have  a large  faculty,  a good  library  of  11,000  vol- 
umes, much  costly  apparatus,  and,  perhaps,  the  most  extensive  mu- 
seums and  cabinets  in  the  South ; yet  we  need  more  of  all,  unless 
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11  standstill,"  “ non-progressive"  be  our  policy.  But  such  a policy 
now-a-days  is  practically  unwise.  We  cannot  expect  the  youth  of 
Louisiana  to  be  sent  here  to  be  educated,  unless  the  advantages 
here  offered  are  in  some  measure  equal  to  those  of  other  schools, 
which  are  growing  daily  and  adding  to  their  facilities  for  instruc- 
tion. See  what  is  being  done  at  so  many  schools  at  the  North, 
and  by  a few  in  the  South.  Donations  of  thousands  of  dollars  are 
made,  and  a professorship  can  hardly  be  conceived  to  be  desirable, 
before  the  necessary  endowment  fund  is  ready.  How  then  can  we 
expect  to  keep  pace  with  such  people,  if  we  stand  still  ? If  that  is 
to  be  our  policy,  whether  from  necessity  or  choice,  we  must  give 
up  our  high  pretensions  and  lofty  aspirations,  and  the  name  of  Uni- 
versity, and  not  even  claiming  to  be  a respectable  college,  let  us 
be  honestly  what  then  we  should  be — an  Academy  or  High  School. 

A university  must  grow,  with  plenty  of  means  of  ever  growing ; 
else  it  cannot  keep  step  with  human  thought,  and  be  the  exponent 
of  a progressive  civilization.  A university  cannot  be  self-sustain- 
ing. Like  a court  of  justice,  it  must  be  independent  of  all  fees  and 
all  patronage,  to  do  its  work  honestly,  faithfully,  well;  and  its 
professors  must  be  placed  above  all  want,  or  doubt  as  to  a proper 
and  respectable  maintenance.  Those  institutions  of  society,  which 
are  necessary  to  its  well-being,  society  must  have,  whether  the 
people  are  prosperous  or  not,  few  or  many  ; and  it  would  be  about 
as  reasonable  to  say  that  the  governorship,  or  judgeship,  or  pulpit 
should  be  self-sustaining,  as  that  a university  should  be.  And, 
strange  to  say,  those  very  people  in  the  United  States,  who  are 
most  noted  for  their  enterprise,  industry  and  thrift ; whose  private 
and  public  wealth  is  the  result  of  most  superior  judgment  and 
economy,  are  our  Northern  brethren,  who  are  so  thoroughly  con- 
vinced that  their  higher  institutions  of  learning,  so  far  from  being 
self-sustaining,  ought  to  be  sustained  by  the  private  citizen,  that 
during  the  last  few  years  they  have  contributed,  says  a recent 
writer,  to  colleges  and  universities  as  follows  : 

“Amherst  College,  Mass.,  $350,000;  Bethlehem  College,  Penn., 
$500,000  ; Princeton  College,  N.  J.,  $300,000  ; Cornell  University, 
N.  Y.,  $870,000;  Harvard  College,  Mass.,  $483,000  ; Hamilton  Col- 
lege, New  York,  $202,000 ; Rochester  University,  New  York, 
$200,000;  Lafayette  College,  Penn.,  $260,000;  a Methodist  Col- 
lege, New  York,  $250,000 ; Rutger’s  College.  N.  J.,  $255,000 ; Tuft's 
College,  Massachusetts,  $500,000;  Chicago  University,  $258,000  ; 
Yale  College,  Connecticut,  $720,000;  with  others  making  an  aggre- 
gate of  nearly  $9,000,000.” 


Now,  all  this  mighty  array  of  golden  figures  are  donations , while 
the  Louisiana  State  University,  though  it  would  be  only  too  glad 
to  receive  any  such  -pure  gifts,  is  really  merely  asking  more  patron- 
age at  greatly  reduced  rates  of  tuition  ! 

People  of  Louisiana,  come  to  the  rescue  of  your  University! 
You  can  relieve  it  of  its  present  pecuniary  embarrassment,  and 
give  it  means  to  grow  and  prosper,  by  simply  allowing  it  to  do 
what  it  was  founded  to  do — -to  educate  your  sons  ! 

“ We  look  to  our  fellow-citizens,  to  the  strong  and  rising  men  of  1 
the  community,  that  they  should  take  pride  in  fostering  a home 
institution.  Make  it,  by  your  munificence,  worthy  of  our  State, 
and  it  will  abundantly  repay  the  debt.” 

The  best  claim,  perhaps,  that  this  Institution  has  to  the  confi- 
dence and  support  of  the  public,  is  the  vitality  and  endurance  it 
has  always  exhibited,  It  is  easy  to  float  with  the  current ; but 
when  the  current  of  events  is  against  us,  our  State  poor,  and  peo- 
ple poorer  still,  with  no  settled  policy  about  education  or  about 
anything  else  ; even  society  itself  in  a ferment,  with  nothing  cer-  > 
tain,  but  the  doubt  and  distrust  everywhere — then  to  stem  such  a 
tide  is  a perilous  undertaking.  And  not  only  to  keep  from  being- 
borne  down  and  overwhelmed  by  such  an  ugly  current,  but  actu- 
ally to  make  headway  against  it,  has  been  the  history  of  this  Uni- 
versity almost  from  its  incipiency.  But  reared  in  the  midst  of 
dangers,  and  having  withstood  nearly  every  conceivable  misfor- 
tune that  could  befall  it — among  the  least  of  which  have  been  war, 
pestilence,  fire,  poverty — it  should  now  begin  to  have  confidence  in 
itself,  and  the  public  should  pin  its  faith  to  it,  too,  as  strong  enough 
to  prevent  by  its  excellent  discipline  any  disorder  within,  and  able, 
perhaps,  to  resist  any  shock  from  Avithout.  The  people  of  Louisi- 
ana, without  regard  to  class  or  party,  are  friends  of  the  Univer- 
sity, and  with  such  a moral  capital,  better  far  than  money,  its  suc- 
cess should  be  assured.
